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Beauty and 
your brains

Beauty is in the brain of the beholder. 

Go to any museum and there will be men 
and women admiring paintings and sculp- 
ture. But it turns out they are thinking about 
the sight differently 

Men process beauty on the right side of 
their brains, while women use their whole 
brain to do the job, researchers report in 
Tuesday's electronic edition of Proceedings 
of the National Academy of Science. 

Researchers were surprised by the find- 
ing. 

“It is well known that there are differences 
between brain activity in women and men in 
cognitive tasks,” said researcher Camilo J. 
Cela-Conde of the University of Baleares in 
Palma de Mallorca, Spain. “However, why 
should this kind of difference appear in the 
case of appreciation of beauty?” 

The answer seems to be that when women 
consider a visual object they link it to lan- 
guage, while men concentrate on the spatial 
aspects of the object, Cela-Conde said in an 
interview by e-mail. 

The researchers tested io men and io 
women, showing them paintings and photos 
of urban scenes and landscapes, asking them 
to rate each scene as either “beautiful” or 
“not beautiful.” 

While there are differences between 
people as to what is beautiful and what isn’t, 
Cela-Conde said they did not find identifi- 
able differences related to sex. 

‘Any person can find beautiful a landscape, 
a building or a canvas that some others will 
find awful. But sex has little to do with those 
differences. Perhaps they relate with other 
variables, such as age or education,” he said. 

“It is curious that, using different neural 
networks, the final result is very similar in 
women and men. But this seems to be the 
case,” Cela-Conde said. 




Stocks keep falling as investors ‘throw in the towel’

N EW YORK Wall Street has turned the clock 
back to 1997. 

Investors unable to extinguish their 
worries about a recession that has no end 
in sight dumped stocks again Monday The 
Dow Jones industrial average tumbled 251 
points to its lowest close since Oct. 28, 
1997 - 

All the major indexes slid more than 3 
percent. The Dow is just over 100 points 
from 7,000. 

“People left and right are throwing in 
the towel,” said Keith Springer, president 
of Capital Financial Advisory Services. 

Investors pounded most financial stocks 
even as government agencies led by the 
Treasury Department said they would 
launch a revamped bank rescue program 
this week. The plan includes the option 
of increasing government ownership in 
financial institutions without having to 
pour more taxpayer money into them. 

Although the government has said it 
doesn’t want to nationalize banks, many 
investors are clearly still concerned that

this could be a possibility as banks con- 
tinue to suffer severe losses because of the 
recession. They’re also worried that banks’ 
losses will keep escalating as the recession 
sends more borrowers into default. 

“The biggest thing I see here is the 
incredible pessimism,” Springer said. “The 
government is doing a lousy job of alleviat- 
ing fears.” 

President Obama held court at a fiscal 
summit Monday in Washington, where he 
pledged to dramatically slash the skyrock- 
eting annual budget deficit as he started to 
dole out the record $787 billion economic 
stimulus package he signed last week. 
Obama’s stated goal is to cut the deficit in 
half by the end of his first term. 

Elsewhere, the Treasury and other agen- 


cies issued a statement after The Wall 
Street Journal reported that Citigroup is 
in talks for the government to boost its 
stake in the bank to as much as 40 percent. 
Analysts said the market wanted more 
details of the government’s plans. 

“It’s only a very partial picture of what 
we may get,” said Quincy Krosby, chief 
investment strategist at The Hartford. 
“This proverbial lack of clarity is damag- 
ing market psychology” 

Meanwhile, technology stocks fell after 
The Journal reported that Yahoo’s new 
chief executive plans to reorganize the 
company. But the selling came across the 
market as pessimism about the recession 
and its toll on companies deepened. 

“There’s nowhere to hide anymore,” said 
Jim Herrick, director of equity trading at 
Baird & Co. 

The market’s decline extends massive 
losses from last week when the major 
stock indexes tumbled more than 6 per- 
cent. The major indexes plunged through 
the lows they reached in late November, at 
the height of the credit crisis.

CTA misery: 

The stages of grief 

Lately, the CTA seems to be swept up in a perfect storm of mass 
transit mishaps. 

On Wednesday, a derailment mucked up commutes along the 
Blue Line’s O’Hare branch.That same day, CTA board officials 
grappled with how to deal with an unexpected budget deficit of 
approximately $242 million. 

Then, on Thursday, the agency yanked 200 articulated buses off 
the street due to potential safety issues. 

With all the bad bus and rail news, there’s no question riders and 
CTA officials are experiencing going-public grief. The only question 
is: which of the seven stages? 

Shock Poor, poor Dorval Carter Jr. The acting CTA president 
barely warmed his temporary CTA seat when— bang! — the RTA on 
Feb. 13 alerts the agency that it could be deep in the budget hole. 

Can you say shock? “My first knowledge about these very serious 
projections that the RTA has given us occurred this week,” Carter 
told the Tribune. “It was surprising.” 

Denial CTA Board Chairwoman Carole Brown seemed to be in the 
denial stage, judging from her remarks at the agency’s board meeting 
last Wednesday “I’m confused,” Brown said of the “doomsday” 
double-whammy dropped on the agency by the RTA, according to the 
Tribune. “How can we amend 2008 budget marks in February 2009?” 

Bargaining Put a sticker on the CTA? That’s pretty much the 
advice of Andersonville’s Gary Karlin, who suggested the system 
be treated like the Chicago Skyway and privatized. “Since when 
has government run anything well?” Karlin, 42, asked in an e-mail, 
before answering his own question: “Never.” 

Gllilt Senior rider Tony Volpe doesn’t want to be part of dooming 
the CTA. “Do away with former Gov Blagojevich’s move to make 
seniors ride for free,” wrote Volpe, a self-proclaimed frequent bus 
and Red Line rider who lives in the Gold Coast. “I am 71 years old, 
use CTA buses and the Red Line on a regular basis, and would be 
willing to pay half fare. There is no reason why seniors should get a 
totally free ride when receiving such a valuable service.” 

Anger South Sider Essie Fox sounded hopping mad in an e-mail 
that called the current CTA situation “ludicrous,” and proof that 
“the City of Chicago is going to H-E -double-hockey-sticks, and 
fast.” Well, at least Fox watched her language. 

Depression One Woodridge rider blames the agency for its 
own undoing. “No wonder the CTA is losing money,” Sarah Davis, 
30, wrote. “It takes less time to walk than to ride, so why bother 
riding? So long, CTA! Hello, walking shoes.” 

Acceptance and hope Hearing crickets and seeing 
tumbleweeds on this level, but correct me if I’m wrong, riders.

Goodbye e-mails to co-workers 
can be sentimental— or explosive

It was not the most eloquent subject line for a 
farewell e-mail to 5,000 co-workers: “So long, 
suckers! I’m out!” But Jason Shugars worked 
at Google, whose off-center corporate culture 
is more forgiving than that of your average 
buttoned-down bank. In the rest of his good- 
bye, Shugars, a senior sales compliance spe- 
cialist, reminisced about workplace moments 
that included putting cake down his pants at 
a sales conference, stealing a boss’ $8,000 
leather couch and singing “Hit Me Baby One 
More Time” in a miniskirt and braids. 

“It took me a long time to write it,” said 
Shugars, 34, who left Google to become direc- 
tor of ad operations for the music streaming 
Web site Imeem. “I didn’t want to send out 
a stale ‘Good working with you, please reach 
me here’ e-mail. Who wants that?” 

That’s a good question these days, now that 
thousands of people are finding themselves 
with pink slips and the need to let colleagues 
and contacts know they are moving on. 

The farewell e-mail has suddenly become 
commonplace, a new art form in the elec- 
tronic age. Yet like so many aspects of the 
Internet era— how to un-friend on Facebook, 
how much to reveal on a personal blog— the 
technology has gotten ahead of the etiquette. 
There are, quite simply, no rules. 

Some farewell e-mails, like Shugars’, strike 
a lighthearted, even funny tone. Some are 
workmanlike and short. Others are poetic or 
poignant, expressing surprise or regret at the 
turn of events. Avery few— and these are the 
ones that get most of the attention— use the 
electronic goodbye to blast the boss. 

In May, lawyer Shinyung Oh was let go 
from the San Francisco branch of the Paul 
Hastings law firm six days after losing a baby 
The seven-year associate composed a blister- 
ing e-mail to the partners and fired it off to 
about 1,000 colleagues around the world. 

She accused the firm’s partners of “heart- 
lessness” and of blaming her for failing to 
generate business “that should have been 
brought in by each of you.” “If this response 
seems particularly emotional,” she wrote to 
the partners, “perhaps an associate’s emotion- 


al vulnerability after a recent miscarriage is a 
factor you should consider the next time you 
fire or lay someone off. It shows startlingly 
poor judgment and management skills— and 
cowardice — on your parts.” 

Oh has no regrets. She also is changing pro- 
fessions. 

“I am glad I spoke out,” said Oh, 38, who 
has launched a blog, is taking writing classes 
and is pregnant again. “It made me reassess 
my life, and that’s a good thing.” 

Outplacement professionals, naturally, are 
against the parting shot because they fear for 
a person’s ability to land a new job. 

Vent to your mom or boyfriend, said Alison 
Doyle, a job search expert on about.com. “Y)u 
can have all these feelings, but you shouldn’t 
necessarily share them. And don’t go on about 
how terrible this is, and ‘I don’t know how I 
am gonna buy the groceries.’ Err on the side of 
too little information rather than too much.” 

A few years ago, an aspiring comedy writer 
named Chris Kula penned a long mock fare- 
well e-mail on his blog. At the time, Kula was 
a receptionist at a New York engineering 
firm, honing his craft on the side. 

“For nearly as long as I’ve worked here,” he 
wrote, “I’ve hoped that I might one day leave 
this company And now that this dream has 
become a reality, please know that I could not 
have reached this goal without your unending 
lack of support.” 

The missive was linked on blogs around the 
English-speaking world and was even plagia- 
rized by an Irish employee of the accounting 
firm Ernst & Y)ung, who was forced to apolo- 
gize (not to Kula, but to his former bosses), 
when he disseminated the letter as his own. 

For Kula, however, the fake farewell, which 
he penned after deciding to leave the engi- 
neering firm, was a career boon. 

“I used it as a sample piece,” said Kula, 29, 
who was hired by a Web site that specialized 
in office-based humor, which led to a gig with 
an improv troupe, which led to an agent and 
his current job, writing for “MADtv” 

“I always wondered if the guys at the engi- 
neering firm saw it,” Kula said. “I would love 
to know if they still talk about it.”

Mayor says channel’s 
wide reach will 
allow him to ‘talk 
to residents directly’

Da mayor, meet da Internet. 

Mayor Daley on Monday joined 
the queen of England and the pope as 
influential leaders who have their own 
'YouTube channels. 

But unlike Queen Elizabeth and Pope 
Benedict XVI, Daley must run for re- 
election every four years to keep his job. 
And he made it clear the channel would 
give him an opportunity that might make 
other politicians salivate. 

“This site is an opportunity to talk 
to residents directly,” he said, noting 
YouTube’s wide reach. Daley made the 
announcement at the Loop headquarters of 
Google Chicago, his partner in creating and 
running the site. It will promote Chicago 


across the globe, the mayor said. 

“I guess it promotes me,” he added later, 
when asked about the political edge the 
site might provide. “Yes, I’m the mayor 
of the City of Chicago, and it promotes 
Chicago.” 

Asked whether the site would include 
videos that were critical of him, he 
responded, “We’ll see, I don’t know yet.” 

Some of the 23 videos on the site, youtube, 
com/mayordaley, feature Daley meeting 
with out-of-town dignitaries and business 
leaders. In one, he jokes around in his office 
with local personality Billy Dec, co-host of 
NBC’s “24/7 Chicago: Secrets of the City” 

In another, a pre-election Barack Obama 
praises the mayor. 

Obama talks about the improvements in 
the city since he moved there in 1985, saying 
they show “astonishing leadership that this 
man has shown over two decades. ... He is 
an outstanding mayor.” 

Not to be seen were any of the mayor’s 
well-known tongue-twisters or testy 
exchanges with the media. Here, for 


instance, is the mayor berating several 
aldermen for voting against a tax increase 
to fund the CTA. 

Since former President Bill Clinton 
first held televised town hall meetings, 
contemporary politicians have sought new 
ways to bypass the often-critical coverage of 
the mainstream media and speak directly to 
voters. 

When asked if he was trying to do the 
same, Daley said he is the only public official 
in Illinois to hold “a press conference three 
or four times a week.” 

Jim Lecinski, managing director of 
Google’s central region, said no taxpayer 
dollars were used to create the site, and 
Daley said it did not involve spending 
taxpayer funds. 

But some of the videos up on the 
site were made with city money for the 
Chicago Works cable TV channels. They 
were originally produced to be aired on the 
city’s municipal access channel, not for the

The first thing Beverly Cole thought when 
she woke up Monday morning was that she 
had to wish her brother Johnny Edwards a 
happy birthday 

Then it hit her all over again that her 
brother was dead. He would not be turning 
14 on Monday 

“I broke down crying,” said Cole, 19. 

Johnny, a 7th grader at Mireles Academy, 
was killed Friday along with Raheem 
Washington, 15, and Kendrick Pitts, 17, after 
gang members gunned them down with an 
assault rifle near 87th Street and Exchange 
Avenue, police said. 

“He didn’t live his life. He was still a baby,” 
Cole said. 

Johnny’s stepfather, Raymond Brown, said 
he had put off buying his son a birthday card 
until Monday, when he could also slip in a 
little cash. 

Instead, the family was left making funeral 
arrangements and remembering how he made 
them laugh and treated young nephews and 
nieces with kindness. Services for Johnny are 
scheduled for 10 a.m. Saturday in A.R. Leak 
Funeral Home, 7838 S. Cottage Grove Ave., 
Chicago. 

“You ask Johnny to do anything, if he could 
he would help you out. He was a sweet boy,” 
Brown said. “I just miss him. We would laugh 
and joke. I thank God for letting him be in 
my life.” 

On the 2800 block of East 87th Street, 
police forensic technicians and detectives 
spent part of Monday combing through 
a vacant lot and checking the side of an 
apartment building for bullet holes. 

In the hopes of tamping down any more 
violence, Chicago Public Schools officials said 
security was beefed up at Mireles and Bowen 
High School, where Washington and Pitts 
attended school. At dismissal time, more than 
a dozen police vehicles were standing guard 
outside of Bowen, and students reported seeing 
more police inside the building than usual. 

For students like Emerson Smith, 18, who 
was a friend of Pitts, the gang violence comes 
with living in the neighborhood. 

“It’s just average life around here,” said 
Smith, with a shrug.

Grape news, 
wine lovers 

A new bill allowing out-of-state wine retailers to 
ship and sell directly to Illinois consumers was 
introduced last week by state Rep. Julie Hamos 
(D -Evanston). 

The legislation, if approved as written, would 
require out-of-state retailers to obtain a shipping 
license and pay Illinois sales tax. 

Hamos’ legislation seeks to reverse a version 
of the law in place since last July that prohibited 
Illinois residents from ordering wine from out- 
of-state retailers and other non-winery vendors 
located outside Illinois. Wineries in and out of 
Illinois may ship directly to residents here after 
obtaining a state shipping permit. 

There has been persistent grumbling ever 
since from wine lovers no longer able to find the 
bottles they desire. Lawmakers changed the law 
because of a 2005 U.S. Supreme Court decision, 
Granholm v Heald, which involved the states 
of Michigan and New York. The justices ruled a 
state could not discriminate against out-of-state 
wineries when it came to direct shipping. 

Illinois’ new law gave residents more oppor- 
tunity to buy from out-of-state wineries while 
restricting purchases from stores, Internet ven- 
dors and auction houses located out-of-state. 


Burris plans 
to be in D.C. 
on Tuesday 

Embattled U.S. Sen. Roland Burris is keep- 
ing a low profile in Illinois before returning to 
Washington. 

Burris spokesman Jim O’Connor says the sen- 
ator spent Monday in Chicago but plans to be in 
Washington on Tuesday for the joint session of 
Congress at 8 p.m. 

It’ll be Burris’ first appearance in the nation’s 
capital since he acknowledged trying to raise 
money for former Gov Rod Blagojevich while 
seeking the Senate appointment. 

Blagojevich is charged with trying to sell 
President Obama’s former Senate seat, although 
he’s denied any wrongdoing. 

Burris holds the seat that Obama forfeited 
to run for president. White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs had suggested last week that 
Burris should take some time over the weekend 
to think about his future. 

Burris has resisted calls for his resignation. 
He met Sunday with about 50 black ministers. 
Rev Leonard Barr says the group urged Burris to 
stay put. Another minister told The Associated 
Press last week that some clergy wanted Burris 
to resign.

Attorney resigns 
in Hudson case 

The lawyer for a man 
accused of killing the 
mother, brother and 
nephew of Oscar-winning 
actress Jennifer Hudson 
has withdrawn from the 
case. Joshua Kutnick says 
he will no longer repre- 
sent William Balfour, who 
is the estranged husband 
of Hudson’s sister Julia. 
Kutnick says he believes 
Balfour is innocent, but 
the high-profile case 
involves intense hours, 
and he can’t support it 
financially. Balfour, 27, 
will be assigned a public 
defender. He is next due in 
court April 1. 


A black Range Rover belonging to Fredrick 
Goings was parked just outside Nova Henry’s 
townhome early on the morning of Jan. 24, hours 
before her body and that of her infant daughter 
Ava were discovered lying in pools of blood, a 
prosecutor said Monday in court. 

Using cell phone records, investigators tracked 
down the SUV to the parking lot of an Indiana 
hotel. Inside the vehicle they found a bullet and 
a casing that matched the caliber of those used to 
kill Henry and her daughter. Authorities also found 
what they later determined was gunshot residue. 

As Cook County Assistant State’s Atty John 
Dillon laid out the preliminary case against 
Goings, 36, sobs could be heard from the court- 
room gallery throughout the hearing before 
Judge Maura Slattery-Boyle. 

Slattery-Boyle ordered Goings held without 
bail. He had been the chief suspect since the 
slayings, which occurred on Goings’ birthday, 


according to court records. 

He was arrested on Friday and charged two 
days later with two counts of first-degree mur- 
der. Henry and her 10 -month-old daughter with 
former Chicago Bulls player Eddy Curry were 
found shot to death in their South Loop apart- 
ment. Henry’s 3-year-old son Noah, also Curry’s 
child, was found asleep on a chair with blood on 
his feet and his hands. 

Autopsies found that Henry was shot six 
times— in the head, lower back, leg and each 
arm, as well as a graze to the chest, Dillon said. 
Ava had been shot twice, once in the head and 
another time in the back. 

Goings’ lawyer, John Lyke, declined to speak 
with reporters after the hearing, but said in court 
that his client had been a lawyer since 2003 and 
has a 4-year-old daughter. His relatives also were 
in the gallery 

Neither family spoke after the hearing.

Donor wants 
DN A test for 
octuplets 

A former boyfriend of Nadya 
Suleman wants DNA testing to 
determine if he’s the father of her 
14 children, including her nearly 
month-old octuplets. 

Denis Beaudoin told ABC’s 
“Good Morning America” on 
Monday that he donated sperm 
to Suleman during their three- 
year relationship in the late 1990s 
because she claimed to have ovarian cancer. 

Suleman denied Beaudoin was the donor she used to 
conceive her children, ABC said. When pressed, she 
admitted he had donated sperm to her but he was unable 
to have children, the network said. Beaudoin is divorced 
and has two children from the marriage. 

Beaudoin still wants DNA testing. He said was misled 
about why she needed him to make three sperm dona- 
tions “because she couldn’t have kids and, you know, it 
turned into this.” 

Regardless of whether such tests show he is the father, 
Beaudoin pledged to help Suleman, because “it’s hard 
nowadays to raise two kids, let alone 14 kids.” 

Suleman has not responded to repeated interview 
requests from The Associated Press. Her phone has been 
disconnected, and she no longer has a publicist. 

All 14 of her children were conceived through in vitro fer- 
tilization, with sperm from an unidentified, platonic friend, 
the 33-year-old mother has said. 

Single and unemployed, Suleman gave birth to octu- 
plets on Jan. 26. She already had six other children. 

Beaudoin claims Suleman’s older children bear a resem- 
blance to him.

Ask any NBA player if he’d 
prefer practice or a game, and 
the universal response would 
rival Allen Iverson’s famous and 
incredulous diatribe.

DONALD FEHR: 

PROBLEM 
IS FIXED 

JUPITER, Fla. Baseball union head Donald Fehr began his annual tour of 
Spring Training camps Monday with steroids back in the spotlight, even 
though he says the sport has “fixed the problem” since the 2003 survey that 
led to a report that Alex Rodriguez tested positive. 

Rodriguez admitted Feb. 9 that he used a banned substance from 2001- 
2003. Commissioner Bud Selig said Rodriguez shamed the sport. 

“Everybody understands that there were things which happened in the 
early part of the decade which we wish hadn’t; that’s not the case anymore,” 
Fehr said. “We fixed the problem and we need to look forward ... .” 

Testing in 2003 was to be confidential. Fehr rejected the suggestion all 
players in 2003 are under suspicion because 104 of them tested positive. 

“If that’s the judgment, it seems to me that is entirely wrong,” Fehr said. 
“The number of positives we had was slightly over 5 percent. That means 
that slightly over 94 percent was negative.” 

Fehr said the union will try to ensure the names remain confidential. The 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals is considering the fate of the list.

The big guns— Angelina Jolie, Kate Winslet and Sean 
Penn among them— went with black at Sundays 
Academy Awards, but white and almost whites were 
a hit too. 

It’s no wonder, Chicago 
designer Sam Kori George 
told RedEye on Monday, 

“Black and white is so easy 
It’s timeless and always clean, 
always appropriate,” said the designer, who won the 
first “Oscars Designer Challenge” for emerging design- 
ers with a platinum gown he created.
